Dr.  William  C.  Stevens  is  a  resident  of  Worcester,  Mass., 
where  he  received  his  training.  He  has  had  work  exhibited 
at  exhibitions  in  the  Worcester  Art  Museum;  Boston  Art 
Club;  National  Academy  of  Design,  New  York;  Allbright 
Gallery,  Buffalo;  and  the  City  art  Museum,   St.  Louis,  etc. 

Dr.  Stevens'  paintings  show  a  meditative  pleasure  in  the 
quieter  moods  of  nature  and  in  those  decorative  aspects  every 
landscape  assumes  when  the  eye  is  guided  by  a  refined  sense 
for  composition.  Flowers,  shrubbery,  bending  foliage  and 
the  wayward  or  staid  growth  of  the  open  fields  or  enclosed 
gardens  are  favorite  subjects  with  him,  though  he  is  equally 
able  in  scenes  from  which  man  has  been  banished  for  a  time 
by  the  inclemency  of  the  seasons.  Even  in  these,  however,  a 
kindly  temperament  moulds  what  he  beholds  into  pleasant- 
ness. He  finds  grace  in  the  easy  dip  of  a  wintry  slope,  and 
charm  in  the  bleakness  and  scant  trees  of  a  hill-top,  and  in 
the  foaming  rush  of  a  rain-swollen  brook.  A  sensitive  per- 
ception of  effects  of  tone  aids  in  this  result.  By  its  means  he 
renders  well  the  keen  blue  air  of  mid-December,  the  mellow 
pearl  of  the  breaking  Spring,  or  the  russets  of  our  Indian 
Summer.  Best  of  all,  the  friendly  appeal  of  his  paintings 
increases  steadily  with  familiarity,  and  they  merit  the  unusual 
praise  of  "wearing  well."
